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PROLOGUE 


The productive soil of Home's southwest facing slope to Puget Sound which the 
founding families chose to settle in February, 1896, meant survival and thriving through 
two serious economic depressions. The Panic of 1893 was basically the reason for 
establishing Home. By 1896 there were starvation and misery in the cities. It was 
about ten years until relative prosperity returned. The "crash" of 1929 thrust U.S. into 
another depression the effects of which also lasted about ten years. In both cases 


gardens and a few animals meant security. 


"A population that is ignorant of its history is destined and condemned to 


repeat it." A favorite statement of Sylvia Allen, one of Home's founders. 
The past is prologue. 


"Home ground is the place where, since before you had words for such 
knowledge, you ;have known the smells, the birds and beasts, the human voices, the 
houses, Ithe ways of working, the lay of the land and the quality of light. It is the 
landscape you learn before you retreat inside the illusion of your skin. You may love 
the place if you flourished there, or hate the place if you suffered there. But love or 
hate it, you cannot shake free. Even if you move to the antipodes, even if you become

INTRODUCTION 

Home City came into being in 1896 - soon dropping the "City" 
to be called simply Home - not Home Colony аз it was dubbed by the 
outside world. 

Much has been written about this small villae nestled beside 
Von Geldern Cove (Joe's Bay) off Carr Inlet in Puget Sound. Herein 
an effort has been made to assemble as much of this material as 
possible and list published materials. 

It is hoped this compilation will benefit descendents of Home's 
pioneers in understanding their heritage. Those sociologists and 
historians who study changes in life style brought about by economic 


adversity іп the late 19th and early 20th centuries will find detail 


of the inner workings of a cooperative colony which was this group's 


answer to the stresses of the world. Many residents played a sig- 
nificant part in the working class struggle for improved conditions 
in the work piace, the eight hour day, rights of women and women's 
suffrage. 

Beside the Bay, peaceful Home with its tolerant people became а 
sanctuary for radical activists to renew spirits tired from involvement 


in violent strikes. and innumerable meetings, 


Ihe last of the old settlers, Dave Dadisman, died on March 3, 1985.‏ 4 سپس سي 


Many details of Home's history were lost with his death. 

This project was accomplished with the assistance of Dory S.

is the site of the Puget Sound area's most successful and longest-lived “Utopic" (Most, if not all of the Utopia's 
are described in Utopias on Puget Sound, by Charles Pierce LeWarne, University of Washington Press, 19750, 
in which the Home Colony occupies a dominant role.) 

The settlement was founded in February 1894 by George H. Allen and christened because of the communal 
sentiments of its members. After attracting a number of anarchists, as well as publishing a weekly newspaper 
that advocated free speech, yoga, spiritualism, free love and birth control, the colony atiracted criticism from 
more conservative elements in this region. : 

When the colomy was learned to be harboring a suspect in the September 1910 bombing of the Los Angeles 
Times, the local newspaper editor, Jay Fox, was convicted of publishing an editorial "lending to encourage or 
advocate disrespect for law or a court of justice." 

The Mutual Home Association ended its formal existence on 4 May 1921, but many of its founding families 
continue to reside here.

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BRIEF HISTORY OF HOME, WASH. 


There has been much inf- 
ormation and misinformation 
written about Home's beginni- 
ngs and early years. This ar- 
ticle is written from a pers- 
onal point of view and much 
of it is taken from remembered 
converstions with parents, 
grandparents and old reside- 
nts. By the time I was born 
in 1919, Home's most colorful 
era was over and its more 
controversial citizens had 
mellowed with age.  However,. 
a child had only to ask and 
reminiscences were forthcom- 
ing. Home was a stimulatin. 
place to be a youngster, as 
interesting personalities 
Still came and went.  Intel- 
lectual pursuits, culture an- 
d education had great status. 

My grandparents, George 
Herbert Allen and Sylvia Ann 
Tyhurst were born in Chatham, 
Ontario and were students on 
the campus of the University 
of Ontaric in the years 1880- 
-4884.. They—oeme from conyen=— 


tional religious families who 


belonged to the Church of Eng- 
land but they were encounter- 
ing new and radical ideas on 
politics, religion and sex as 
is common on campuses today. 

George and Sylvia's de- 
veloping and changing phil- 
osophies were creating a 
greater and greater rift be- 
tween tehm and their families. 
My grandmother told me of her 
"emanicipation" which consis- 
ted of her refusal to wear 
earrings and corsets. In 1888 
when Grace was two years old, 
the Allens decided to migrate 
to the West. 


Grandmother's story of 
the train ride on the newly 
completed railroad to Wash- 
ington includes primitive pa- 
ssenger cars each heated with 
a coal-burning cooking/heating 
stove in one end of the rail- 
road car and seating which re- 
sembled present day park ben-

turn at. the stove to prepare

trip took ten days. Their

Leila Mae Allen, my mo- 

ther was born there in 1890 

and a sister, Georgia joined 
the family in 1892.

' An economic depression 
was developing and by 1894, 
jobs and money were scarce. 
In an effort to better their 
lot, the family moved to a 
socialist colony named Glennis 
located between Tacoma and 
Eationville on the lower slo- 
pes of Mt. Rainier. My moth- 
er described the dense, dark 
forests to explore, while her 
parents worked very hard in 
the gardens, barns, chicken 
houses and the community soap 
factory. 

The Glennis Cooperative 
Industrial Company prospered 
briefly and its saleable pro- 
duct was a pale green bar-so- 
ap which smelled like a pre- 
sent day brand, Irish Spring. 
When the colony broke up, th- 
ere must have been many bars 
left over as my grandparents 
were still using it in my 
childhood.  Laziness of some 
colonists and resulting dish- 
harmony caused their numbers 
to dwindle and by 1895, thr- 
ee broke and disconsolate 
families were left. 

The three families were 

he Oliver a Verities, the 
B.F. Odells and the Allens. 
The men pooled their limited 
funds to build a boat and set 
out to search the shores of 


Puget Sound for a place to re- 
locate their families. They 
finally decided upon 26 acres 
of stump land on Von Geldern 
Cove. The total price was 
$182. Twenty dollars down апа 

twenty dollars a month until 
the sum was paid. 

Оп" February 10, 1896, the 
three families moved to Home 
to occupy the small shelters 
that had been erected.  Per- 
manent houses were started 
immediately. George Allen ta- 
ught school in Tacoma to help 
with finances and Verity and 
Odell cut cord wood for the 
local steamer, Typhoon, cap- 
tained by Ed Lorenz. 

Of Oliver and Delana , 
Verity and B.F. and Annie O- 
dell, I know very little, as 
they left Home after a few 
years, but the Allens remain- ٠ 
ed for the rest of their lives 


The Allens moved to Home 
with four little girls. Grace 
9 years old, Leila, 6, Georgia 
4 and Glennis, an infant, who 
had been born in the Glennis 
Colony. 


Using the figures from i 


the Department of Agriculture, 
they decided that a family 
should be able to Бе self- 
sufficient on 1 3/4 acres of 
land in this area, so they 


chose to make two acres a maxi- 


mum holding in Home. They 
formed the Mutual Home Associ- 
ation to hold the land and 
it was not to be sold or mort- 
gaged.

Oberlin College graduate, 
established and edited the 
first newspaper in Home in 
June 1897. Called the New 


Era, it was circulated widely i 


in radical circles and des-

erant spirit and its beauties. 


New residents were attracted 
seeking relief from.oppress- 
ion and the economic Зерхєввэ 
ion of the cities. 


Since there was no law 
enforcement at Home and there 
were people of many shades of 
radical thought, they called 
it an anarchist colony. They 
did not have the usual concept 
of anarchism with violence, 
but a peaceful, each-person- 
do-his-own-thing privilege as 
long as so doing did not 
offend his neighbor. 


In 1897, George Allen's 
father, Oliver Allen, my great 
grandfather, came from Canada 
to live with his son. Не was 
old, in frail health and 
lived but a year. He was the 
first person to die in Home 
and was buried on Allen land 
that later became the Penhallow 
Burns property. A holly tree 
was planted to mark his grave 
and it still thrives in what 
is now Workman's front yard. 

Verity's newspaper, New

Home was granted a post 
office on February 21, 1900 
with E.C. Mlles as postmast- 
er. However, on April 30, 
1903, the federal posta! au- 
thóritres closed the Home 
Post Office and in doing so 


punished the whole ۹٧۰ y 


for the acts of a few. The 
stated reason for the closure 
was that Discontent, a rad- 
ical апа anarchistic newspa- 
per had been mailed regular- 
ly from Home by the editor, 
Govan, and the new postimis 
tress, Mattie Penhal low, had 
stated publicly that she was 
an anarchist. The McKinley 
assassination was still fresh 
іп the authorities’ minds even 
though it had been proved 
that Czolgosz had no connec- 
tion whatsoever with Home. 

Lakebay became our post 
office and people took turns 
walking to Lakebay Post Off- 
‘ice to bring the mail to 
Home's volunteer postmistrese 
Mattie Penhallow for distri- 
bution. 

Emma Goldman, a noted 
anarchist; from New York, viS- 
ited Home several times and 
for lengthy periods.

Two of the most vocal 
defenders of free love at Home 
wore James W. Adams and Lois 
матї br Goker who arrived here 
after they were both over sev 
enty years old. The Waisbroo- 
ker house stood on the present 
Site of the Retherford house. 
Lois was the author of a treat- 
ise on the enslavement of wo- 
men by marriage entitled, 
Spirit Mothers which was 
written in Chicago many years 
before she came to Home. While 
here she edited а magazine on 
women's rights, "Foundation 
Principles”, and was convicted 
by a jury im 2903 for publish- 
inq obscene materials and 
sending them through the mails. 
Mattie Penhallow,postmistress 
at tho time, was acquitted of 
her alleged part in the crime. 
The judge disapproved of the 
decision and fined Miss Wais- 
brooker only $100. AlI this 
contributed to the removal of 
our post office and the court 
order to stop publication of 
Discontent: Mother of Progress. 

Apparently some persons 
did swim nude in sheltered 
Coves and one man who lived in 
the forest took his bath in his 
only bathroom under the forest 
trees. There were those to 
spy upon them and expand upon 


the ۲۰ uth which brought on the 
unpleasant nude bathing trials. 
But this is a long, involved 
"story Di its own right. 


Martin Dadisman, father of 
Dave Dadisman established the 
first grocery store in about 
1902. 

Educational, intellectual 
and cultural pursuits were an 
important- part of life in Home. 
Classes were started tor child- 
ren in the Allen home immediat- 
ly upon the three families 
arrival here and a school build- 
ing was soon completed on the 
waterfront. This building 
burned and in 1900, Liberty 
Hall the Community Center was 
built on the hill close to Akke 
Van "luyl':: present house. 11 
included two school rooms, 

a library, and a main assembly 
room with a ۱۱ 5۵ stage. Тһе 
plat of Home included two 
blocks set aside for community, 
recreational, social and educa- 
tional affairs.

Some added bits of history. 

In the late nineteenth century a number of utopian colonies 
were established in western Washington. Burley Colony at the head of 
Henderson Bay was one of these. The Cooperator was its publication 
See 1:88 -complete file.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF HOME'S PHILOSOPHY ОР LIVING TO THE 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN 'HE EARLY 1900s. 


Home was establishe:| in 1896 by three families: George and 
Sylvia Allen, В. ! . and Annie Odell, and Oliver and Delana 
Verity. The nation was experiencing an economic depression 
with the usual pressures on middle class families. After visiting, 
with and Living in several communitarian colonies, these people | 
were searching for homes where they would have the liberty to 
follow their own philosophies no matter how different their 
ideas were from those commonly accepted at the Lime. 

The three men built a small boat and rowed from lacoma to 
examine lands for sale оп the shores of Puget Sound. On the 
northwest shore of von Geldern Cove they found cheap stump 
land that showed promise for homes and gardens. The village 
these families founded was not to/P&ocialist, cooperative nor 
communist in that each family was expected to maintain itself. 

In practice, there was much friendly help by neighbors in the 

form of house raisings, care when ill and unorganized barter. 

Home people were industrious and committed to education for 

young and old. They considered themselves intellectuals and 
established а cultural environment where art, music intellectual 
pursuits could flourish. Neither church nor saloon was established 
and their families were small. These characteristics differen- 
tiated the village and other grea! differences were to develop. 

Ву the publications originating from Home's authors, editors 
and printers, the word of the village and its Iree-thinking 
individualism spread to attract persons from all over the nation. 
Liberals, leftists, and the curious from diverse backgrounds 
came; such as Jews from the sweatshops of New York City, free- 
thinking Hollanders from Pennsylvania and Тома, French families 
with a socialist background and radical laborers from mid-west 
United States arrived to observe this experiment in living in 
an individualist community. Many stayed to raise their families 
whiie others involved themselves briefly in the cultural life of 
Home. Seminars, study groups and performances by visitors were 
a regular part of Home's activities. Many famous persons were 
among the visitors and speakers such as Elbert Hubbard, Emma 
Goldman and William Z. Foster. 

Several résidents accumulated fine libraries which were like 
the one of Jay Fox, given to the University of Washington and 
15 now its Northwest Collection. 

Many nf the advanced social and economic theories represented 
by the more vocal of Home's citizens, have cume to be accepted in 
modern life. Неге eighty years ago was a group of people willing 
to risk. criticism and ostracism for their unaccepted theories and 
practices. Some were jailed, fined and threatened with death 
for speaking about, writing about and advocating unpopular ideas 
on unpopular subjects. 

At one time the whole community was threatened with being

Justice of the Peace. 
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Home, Washington Post Office, 1901-1903 

Home was established in February, 1896 and in its early days, 
mail came to the village via the Lakebay Post Office. Public spirited 
citizens took turns walking to Lakebay to bring the mail to Home. The 
Kin; family home At the head of the bay was the distribution point. 

Та 1900, application was made to the Postal Department for a post 
office of our own since the population had risen to about 150 persons. 

On February 21, 1901, Лоте was sranted a post office and it was 
established ia the King home with Eium C. Miles as postmaster. About 
a year Later, Mattie Penhallow became post mistress and the post 
office was; transferred to her home at 5th and A streets on the water- 
(ront, 

oeverál controversial publications were being, mailed from Home 
at this time. Discontent: Mother of Prosress carried many articles of 
labor unrest, social and political dissidence and "free thinking" on 
reli^ious and sex philosophy. Lt was mailed weekly throughout the 
United states and to some foreign countries by its editor and pub- 
lisher, Charles Govan. Мапу Home residents were resular contributors, 
Ft earviod local Home news as well. 

FoOuandatcion Principles was a monthly masazine on women's rights, 
written and edited by Lois ‘Waisbrooker and Olivia Shepherd. Both of 
thess Ladies, ased about 70 years, had written on this subject most 
of their adult lives, Miss shepherd in Оһісало and م97 م1089‎ 
in San Francisco. So in Home they combined their efforts; their theme 
was misbreatnent of women in industry, unfair property lawa pertaining 
to women and Lhe enslavment of women in marriage. Present ERA proponents 
would have approved of their philosophy, however they ware well before 
their تفن‎ Mrs. Waisbrooker and tle postmistress, Mattie ۷ 
were tried by jury in Tocoma for sending "obscene materials through 


the mails". ine judge fined Mis; vaisbrooker $100 and Mrs. Penhailow 


Wes acquitted, However, Mrs. Penhallow had stated on the witness stand 
that she was an anarchist and atheist. 

On 3eptember 5, 1901, President McKinley had been assassinated by 
Leon Czolgosz. Не had stated that he was en anarchist so outsiders, 
Tacoma newpapers editorials and some ministers drew public conclusions 
that Czolgosz had some connection with Home. This was proved false during 
the subsequent trial. Following all this lurid publicity, feelings ran 
iigh and when editorials on March 8, 1920 and July 15, 1902 in the Тасота 
Ledger farther inflamed Tacomans against Home's residents, it was an easy 
matter to have Home's Post Office removed. 

Әл April JO, 1903, the Federal Postal Authorities closed the Home 
Post Office on trumped up char3zes and for practicing their constitutional 
risht of free speech. А whole comnunity was punished for the acts of a 
few. 

Lakebay again became our nearest post office and Home residents سوج‎ 
insta ted the daily walk by a community member to bring the mail to Home. 
Мез. Penhallow still served as post-mistress in her home, but now without 
рау. 

tural Free Delivery was established in about 1909. Albert C. Sorenson 
was the first mail carrier using his horse and buggy. 

Lakebay's Post Office was moved to Home in 1958 without changing its

Тһе Federal Grand Jury and the Home Post 6 
From the Tacoma Daiiy Ledger, March 10, 1902 

То the Editor of the Ledger: The extraordinary action of the federa) 
Grandi jury is recommending that the postoffice at Home be abolished end the even 
more extraordinary action of Judge Hanford in forwardirg such a recommendation to 
the pestai department at Washington, calls up the question in every honest mind of 
how the powers of a grand jury extend and whether it can really be that it has а 
province to 3nterpret tne postal service and by its recommendations determine 
wnether a settiement of people here or there, shall have or shall not have the use 
of a postoffice. 

1 listened on Tuesday to the address of Judge Hanford to the grand jury 
preliminary to their retirement for deliberations, and in which he instructed them 
as to what they were empowered and what they were not empowered to do. Their in- 
structions were to examine such evidence ас was brought before them in witness of 
іле quilt of charged offenders and if in their judgment it was of sufficient weight. 
that they should then recommend that the persons charged with the offenses be 
broil to trial. But they were given to understand that they themselves were not 
the finel *ribunal; that the guilt or innocence of the accused shouid afterward 
only positively decided by another jury and in accordance with law. 

But in the case of the Home colony and postoffice we find the jury 
transcending these instructions and declaring that a neighborhood naving the use of 
a certain postoffice have abused the privilege and recommending that the priviiege 
be taken away from them before the luckless people have been placed on trial at all. 

The postoffice at Home it is recommended be abolished because it is used 
by anarchists and free lovers. 

This is not law, it is ignorant fanaticism. 

First, the postoffice at home is not a privilece, it is a right. The 
American people live under a constitution and not under the despotism of an opinion. 


They have established a posta! service in their сып interest as free citizens and a 


sufficient number of people living anywhere һауе a right to this postal service 
whether they be in Home City or Alaska and without reference to any opinions what- 
ever that they may hold. If after the postoffice is established they send matter 
through it of a character chargeabie with offending under the postal statutes then 
they are subject to trial for it and if they are found guilty they will be subject 
to the penalty. But the postoffice will not be subject to penalty - the postoffice 


department is servant of the people and not their master. 


The peopie should arouse themselves ----detestableness rather than their 
harmfulness, and under the sway of vinditive motives then we are lost indeed as a 
free people -- and the twentieth century opens to us in some form or another an 
abyss of despotism and outrage. 

It is not strictly true that Home City is a settlement of anarchists. 
Home City is a settlement made by a land company, which under an ideal of greater 
justice in land tenure gives only a title of occupancy to land -- and of not more 
than two acres to one person. The right to a use of land is {һе fundamental princi- 
ple of the colony or settlement. But a number of persons of many minds about the 
private disposition cof their lives have gathered there, anc among them a group 
calling themselves anarchists and whe publish at their own cost and personally at 
their own risk the paper called Discontent. Тһе postmistress - a Mrs. Penhallow-- 
is a woman of most estimable character, self contained, well informed, modest, re- 
spectful to everybody and respected in return. ‘here is not the slightest reason to 
suppose she ever wrote or mailed an obscene letter, except as interpreted by the 
muddy imagination of a bigot or a fool. 

The Lois Waisbrooker, who has also been indicted, is a woman over 70. 
She has been a writer of books most of her life and there is a great deal of truth 
in those books and it would do many ignorant peopie a lot of good to read them. 

Last winter she went to Home, bought $60 worth of Lumber from her slender savings 
and th? people put up a nice little house for her without charge for their labor. 


She has had it neatiy painted and has planted flowers about it with her own hands 


апа in one of the rooms she sits quiet most of every day composing with the type as 
she thinks out the sentences for her articles in ner own monthly paper called 
"Ciothed With the Sun". А refined, crippled ola woman who has devoted her life to 
what she thinks numan geod. Shame on the American manhood which permits this old 
woman in feeble health to be dragged in custody from the pretty house her kind 
triends “ave given her and be placed in a jail for trial. 

In a series of articles in the Tacoma Ledger I have exposed the illusion 
and danger of anarchy. But because апагсізісів are fools and sometimes assassins, 
they are not to be treated as having no rights. It is the province of law to stand 
between them and prejudice as with апу other members of our common society. "Law 
should part company with private resentment, public orinion and religious belief and 
act as the trained and simpleminded servant of a far-seeing social personalitv" --in

Location: About 6% miles north of Eatonville, 5 miles southwest of Kapowsin at the 
Southwest tip of Tanwax Lake and about 600 feet from Tanwax Creek on property owned by 
Arthur Devore (SE Section 22, T17N, R4E). 


Arthur Devore erected a small, split-cedar shake, eight-foot-square room onto the south 
side of his log cabin for the post office. It was never moved from there, continuing through the 
tenures of the two postmasters who followed him. 


Willlam Reed, a native of Ohio who had first settled in Puyallup in 1883, where he worked for 
Ezra Meeker іп the hopfields, homesteaded the southwest quarter of the same section as Mr. 
Devore and the two men helped one another in erecting their cabins. 


An organization known as Glennis Colony formed a socialist community here. Meetings 
were held at the Devore home. Mrs. Rebecca Reed, wife of William Reed, was secretary. The 
Colony broke up after her death in 1894. Some of its members formed a new colony known as 
Home Colony and had a post office named Home. Glennis had a small store and a factory for 
hand-rolled cigars. 


Mail for Glennis came from Tacoma on the narrow gauge railroad to Spanaway and Lake 
Park and there transferred to a stage drawn by a team of four horses bound for Eatonville. The 
road in those days was just a narrow way, rough and through timber, but it served all the settlers 
as far out as Ashford and Mineral until the railroad was built In 1902. The old road has been 
black-topped and in 1958 was well used.

Joseph and Маг ret Metzler and their six children moved іп 
1922 from Block Diamond, a coal mining community on the western 
slopes of the Cascades, to Чеггоп on базе Inlet on the west side of 
Key Peninsula. Case Inlet was anie d by the wilkes V xpedition for 
а member, Lt. A. L. Gase and Herron Island was named for netty 
officer Levis Herron, the expedition!s cooper (barrel maker).

Apparantly the Wherefore Investizating Company reached a reader 
who considered it obscenity. Оп November 1, 1894 Lois was notified 
of an indictment and was required to post bond at the Commissioner's 
Uffice. Months passed and U.S. v. Waisbrooker seemed no nearer to 
conclusion, Іп Moses Harmon's San Francisco publication, Lucifer, 
on April 19, 1895 it was stated that another continuance of her case 
until fall had been granted. She went to California on business and 
to visit family. When she returned a demurrer to the indictment was 
filed and over-ruled. She was arraigned, pled guilty. Tne judge 
deferred sentencing to a future time. 

The particulars of the case were published. "Mrs. Wwaisbrooker 
was the owner and publisher of the paper, Foundation Principles and 
she aailed the issue containing the offending article. The paper had 


ceased publication on November 1, 1894 after her arrest. The court

3he expressed the hope that this tolerant environment would he 
fuvorable for larger issues of Clothed with The Sun and a wider 
national circulatlon.. Home 's newspaper, Discontent, Mother of 
Progress, duly noted her arrival in March, 1941.

His crime was the publication In his 
Valley Falls, Kan., newspaper a letter 
which talked about “legal rape" of a 
woman who was seriously Injured by 
the sexual abuses of her husband fol- 
lowing the birth of a child. 

Aitnough certainly noc the most ۰ 
plicit of the articles and letters that 
appeared in Lucifer the Light Bearer 
from 1883 to 1907, the letter and three 
others dealing with birth control and 
sexual hypocrisy resulted in the five- 
year prison sentence for Harman. 

Harman lost that and several subse- 
quent court battles, and in doing so 
ironically placed his name on the cor- 
nerstone of present-day obscenity laws 
because his trials resulted in commu- 
nity standards becoming the deter- 
miner of obscenity. In addition, his 
challenges resulted in the affirmation 
of federal postal obscenity laws and 
fueled the U.S. Supreme Court's argu- 
ments in the landmark Roth-Alberts 
decision of 1957 which excluded 
ee from constitutional protec- 

on. 

Harman's fight for the right of free 
expression concerning sex, marriage 
and women's status has come full cir- 
cle in that a new battle has arisen In 
Kansas regarding the mailing of ob- 
scene publications. Two New York 
men, Alvin Goldstein and James Виск- 
ley, went on trial Oct. 25 in Kansas 
City, Kansas, for mailing copies of 
Screw and Smut magazines into the 
state, despite their contentions that 
Kansas [s too conservative for such ar- 
guments, 

Nearly 100 years before, New York- 
еге and others sent their subscription 
money to Kansas, where Harman's 
newspaper carried the torch for Amer- 
ican sex radicalism in the heart of Vic- 
torian America. 
` На] D. Sears, a free-lance writer In 
Santa Cruz, Calif., has depicted the 
story of Harman and other “free love" 
advocates in his book, “Тһе Sex Radi- 
cals,” published by the Regents Press 
of Kansas. 

Harman, a minister turned aboli- 
tlonist, did not develop his views de- 
nouncing all government and religion 
and supporting freedom of women 
from sexual slavery until fairly late in 
life. Born in Pendleton County, West 
Virginia, he moved with his parents to 
Crawford County, Missouri, in 1838. He 
worked his way through college at Ar- 
cadia, Mo., taught school and later 
was ordained as a Methodist minister. 
He spent some time as a circuit rider 
before the Civil War but severed his 
connection with the church because he 
could not accept its views on the slav- 
ery issue. By 1860 he had turned to 
farming as an occupation. In June 1679 
Нагтал and his two children, Lillian 
and Geor ge, settled in Jefferson Coun- 
ty, Kansas, where he taught. His first 
wife had died with her child in child- 
birth, and Harman married Isabel 
Hiser, a native of Valley Falls. At this 
time Harman began ٥١ discuss rellgion 
from ап agnostic viewpoint, and he 
soon became involved in the Valley 
Falls Liberal League, a local free- 
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Masthead from Moses Harman's, ngwspaper 


Searl of Valley Falls were elected edi- 


. tors of tbe Valley Fails Liberal, a pub- 


lication of the League. The paper was 
renamed the Kansas Liberal in Sep- 
tember 1881, ond Harman became the 
sole editor. 'The theme of the publica- 
tion was “total separation of the state 
{rom supernatural theology. Perfect 
equality before the law for all men and 
women. No privileged classes or or- 
ders — no monopolies.” 


1n 1883 Harman changed the name of 
the newspaper to Lucifer the Light 
Bearer and announced that it no long- 
er was the mouthpiece for the Liberal 
League. The new name was chosen, he 
said, because it expressed the paper's 
mission: "Тһе god of the Bible doomed 
mankind to perpetual ignorance. And 
people never would have known Good 
from Evil if Lucifer had not told them 
how to become as wise as the gods 
themselves." 


In a column. in the first issue after he 
formed a partnership with co-editor 
E.C. Walker, Harman said the (гее- 
thought principles of the publication 
included “free press, free rostrum, 
free mails, free land, free homes, free 
drink, free medicine, free Sunday, free 
marriage and free divorce. 


“In short, we advocate the Sover- 
eignty of the Individual or Self Govern- 
ment. We would have every man and 
every woman to be the proprietor of 
himself or herself." 

In early publications, Lucifer's edi- 
tors called for no government leaders 
or governing class, criticized labor's 
subordination to management, and 
called for reform in the nation's wage 
system. Rellgion came under attack, 
and Harman contended that religion 
was based on ignorance of nature's 
methods and fear of unseen powers 
that allegedly were fighting over hu- 
man destiny, 


Eventually Lucifer dealt almost ex- 


clusively with sex-related problems. | 


Its editors declared their support for 
"free love," a term which із not de- 
fined as it کا‎ known today, but which 
instead concerned necessity of female 
control in the sexual and generative 
relations and the woman's privilege 
not to have sex with anyone, including 
her husband. Harman wrote in March 


1893; 

“It ls hopeless to expect to reform 
the present generation of men, but if 
we begin now, with-the mothers and 
prospective mothers of on-coming gen- 
erations of men — if we give these 
mothers what they need in the way of 
education In all that pertains to heredi- 
E^ and if we supply them with the con- 

itions necessary for perfect mother- 
hood, we shall then have rational 
ground of hope that the grandchildren 
of the present generation will need no 
reforming — but will be so well born 
that they will not need to be born 
again." 

Harman opposed marriage because 
he believed that the wife had no rights 
and he said laws relating to marriage 
must be revised on the basis of volun- 
tary cohabitation between the sexes. 
He مولع‎ belleved that children should 
be told about the facts of life and rec- 
ommended sex education to f 
problems relating to sex.

Walsbrooker, who was instrumental in 
getting Lucifer banned from the malls. 
Їл 1892 by publishing а report from the 
Agriculture Department on the breed. 
ing of horses, and Elmina Drake 
Slenker, a Quaker who preached sexu- 
al temperance. 

It was Harman, however, who 
steered Lucifer Into the legal watersto 
test the so-called Comstock Law, the 
1873 federal statute which prohibited 
obscenity, without defining it, from the 
mails. The law was named after An- 
thony Comstock, a 29-year-old crusad- 
er who hounded persons he believed 
dealt in filth and arrested nearly every . 
editor of every radical journal in 
America. 

Harman brought the test of the Com- 
stock Law by promising his readers 
that any correspondence they sent for 
publication would be printed without 
alteration. In June 1886 he printed the 
first of four letters that came to be 
known as “The Awful Letters" and 
that resulted in charges of obscenity 
against him and his first prison sen- 
tence. During four years of legal de- 
lays before the case came to trial, Har- 
man continued to flout authority by 
publishing similar letters, often run- 
ning sexual passages from the Bible 
alongside them. 

He went to prison but was released 
after serving four months of a five- 
year sentence. He was tried on another 
obscenity charge and sentenced to one 
year. He served eight months at the 
سر ارس‎ at Lansing and was re- 
leased again on a sentencing error, 
and then re-sentenced to one year's 
hard labor. His crime in the latter In- 
stance had been to publish a letter 
from a New York physician about cas- 
es the doctor observed involving sexu- 


al abuse and unnatural sexual behav- 


ivr. 

During the delays from charges filed 
to trials, Lucifer's editors contended 
with another problem. Harman's 16- 
year-old daughter and his co-editor, 
Walker, entered into a marriage con- 
tract and pronounced themselves hus- 
band and wife without benefit of clergy 
or a judge. Although Harman ap- 

:oved, the two lovers promptly were 
arrested and charged with unlawful 
cohabitation. ° 

Dubbed by the press "Тһе Lucifer 
Lovers," they were sentenced to jail 
(75 days for him, 45 for her) under a 
court ruling that said the Legislature 
had power to prescribe reasonable 
regulations relating to marriage, 8 
са that was upheld by the state Su- 
preme Court. The two won 8 victory, 
however, in that the court said Lillian 
could retain her maiden name after

Harman had moved the publication 


of Lucifer to Topeka, since that is 
where he fought his legal battles, and 
upon his release from prison, he 
moved it again to Chicago. In 1905, he 
was convicted on charges of sending 
obscene materials through the mails 
and sentenced to hard labor at Joliet.

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time she was “the same as а childless widow,” ill- 
ness and poverty having forced her to give up her 
children to the care of others. It took her two years 
of economic and physical hardship to complete a 
six-month course, but during that time Waisbrooker 
discovered a world of ideas she'd never known ex- 
isted, and she loved it. Soon she was teaching Black 
children and small classes in country schools. With 
the advent of her teaching career began a long love 
affair with her own sound mind: 

... I must sit Sabbath after Sabbath under the 

ministrations of an ignorant man, or stay at home; 

and if the latter, should gain the reputation of being 
irreligious, and thus lose my influence with the peo- 
ple. 1 was a teacher of children, he of men and 
women; but while listening to the platitudes that fell 
from his lips, the conviction would force itself upon 
me that I was better qualified to teach that people 
than he was, with the question, "Why should the 
fact that 1 am a woman be a reason that 1 should 
not?’’—and the result of that summer's experience, 

of that questioning, is before the world.” 

It was not until after the Civil War that her life 
became one of public record when she began lectur- 
ing on women’s rights, free love and spiritualism, 
billing herself as an ‘‘untrammeled Spiritualist 
speaker.” “Т was never popular," she wrote.

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(St. Louis: Clayton & Babington Printers, 1868), pp.

And in a letter to the editor, Lucifer reader Emma

protected—as a husband's sacred right—by mar- 
riage.”

Most remarkable was the reprint of a letter, also іп 
Lucifer, from ۷۷ С. Markland about a woman recover- 
ing‘from a postpartum operation whose husband 
forced her to have sex, tearing the stitches from her 
healing flesh. Markland asked, “Will you point to a 
law that will punish this brute? . . . Can a Czar have 
more absolute power over a subject than a man has 
over the genitals of his wife?"

1 see from your bibliography that you have read LeWarne's 
book on utopian societies. Chuck is bringing the Historic 
Comnunal Society meetings here on May 16-17, 1987. 


We now live on the same plot of ground where the citizens of Home 
built Lois a house in 1901. Нопе was not strictly speaking a 
comnune but they were neighborly and helped persons who needed 
assistance. I have a photo of her standing in front of her new 
house. She left in 1905, I think. Му parents bousht the pro- 
perty in 1914 so there was another owner between (Fannie Minor). 
Lois and the Edmonds. 1 was born in the Waisbrooker house and 
lived there for my first two years while ту father built the new 
house on the same property. Ме moved in 1921. I played in the 
abandoned нс ЗЫ, cabin until it was toen down in about 1926. 
A chicken brooder house was built on the site. It was gone by 
1950. we built our retirement home оп the site.in 1979. 


For the last two years I have been accumulating news clippings, 
Magazine articles, photos and manuscripts concerning the history 
of Home.  ihere are copies of tnis in our local library and in 
the Washington State Historical Museum in Tacoma. 1 also have

Site of Ella Higginson Home, 605 High Street, Western Wash- 
ington State College. The state's illustrious poet laureate, who 
died here in 1940, wrote her first poem when she was eight. 
Even though her older brother made fun of it and, years later, 
her husband criticized her literary ambitions, Ella would spend 
sixteen hours a day perfecting her poems. Her work became so 
popular that many of her lyrics were set to music and sung by 
such concert stars as Emma Calvé and Enrico Caruso. Her 
best-known poem is the ever-popular “Four Leaf Clover," which 
she was inspired to write on “опе of the heaviest-hearted days 
of my life" іп 1890 when she found one of the lucky little herbs 
by the village post office while she was waiting for the mail. 


One leaf is for hope, and one is for faith 
And one is for love, you know. 

And God put in another for luck, 

If you search you will find where they grow. 


Ella championed the clover's cause as the official state flower, 
but it lost out to the rhododendron. Viking Union stands in the 
place of Ella's home, but Higginson Hall on campus is named in 
her honor. 


Federation Forest 


Catherine Montgomery Interpretive Center was named for the 
pioneer educator and conservationist who died in 1958 and left 
part of her fortune to the state for park improvements. 


Ford 


Site of Tshimakin Mission, Route 231. A large monument north 
of town marks the home of Mary Richardson Walker, one of 
the first white women to cross the Rockies (1838). She was 
on a honeymoon trip with her husband Elkanah to their mis- 
sion home in the land of the Spokane (or Flathead) Indians. 
Throughout fifty years of her life, Mary kept an extraordinary 
diary, reflective of her humor and intelligence. In it she de- 
scribed her first home at Tshimakin, "the place of springs": а 
fourteen-foot square log hut with a sod roof that dripped mud 
in the rain, a dirt floor covered with pine needles, and windows 
that were covered with deerskin, scraped as thin as possible to 
permit light. She helped her husband with mission work, and 
she must rank as the paragon of the working mother. One diary 
entry reads, "Rose about five. Had early breakfast. Got my 
house work done about nine. Baked six loaves of bread. Made 
a kettle of mush and have now a suet pudding and beef boiling. 
... | have managed to put my clothes away and set my house in 
order. May the merciful be with me through the unexpected 
scene. Nine o'clock p.m. Was delivered of another son." Mary 


-was an amateur botanist, geologist, taxidermist, carpenter, and 


a mother of eight, who in a rare weak moment conceded, 
"Sometimes | wish there was a way to live easier." Despite the 
teachings of St. Paul, Mary never compromised her indepen- 
dent spirit and once signed a letter to Elkanah, “Your loving but 
not always obedient wife." After the massacre of their friends 
the Whitmans (see Walla Walla), the Walkers abandoned their 
mission and moved to Oregon. The harsh, repressed life of a 
missionary wife soon took its toll. Mary slowly lost her mind and 
spent her last widowed years, before her death in 1897, sitting 
on a saddle in a rocking chair, dressed in a traveling cape with 
nowhere to go.

Now а rather quiet апа tame Tacoma suburb, this small town 
used to be a haven for the daring dropouts of the late 1800s. 
They meant it when they said, ''There is no place like Home." 
Socialists, political dissenters, nudists, sexual libertines, and 
others eager to break away from traditional sex roles lived here 
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м; and а Professor Thompson, who arrived іп 1886 with his 
beard, cane, and long skirts to promote his questionable theory 
that there would be true progress in the world only if everyone 
wore women's clothing—which he found much more “aesthetic 
and comfortable." Emma Goldman, foremost anarchist of the 
day (see Forest Park, Illinois), came to lecture and visit her 
many little namesakes. 


When the local paper, Discontent, the Mother of Progress, ap- 
peared, trouble began at Home. Such articles as “Тһе Rights 
of Woman in Sexual Relations” (which one reviewer found 
"many and interesting") led to the paper's banishment from 
the federal mails. But it was “The Great Nude Sunbathing 
Case” of 1910 that finally finished off the colony. Though some 
Home residents had been walking around “clothed with the 
sun” for years, the arrest of four women and one man made na- 
tional headlines, and naturalists, feminists, and anarchists were 
forced to move to more liberated territories. 


Maryhill 


Maryhill Museum of Fine Arts. This huge white mansion, set on 
a spectacular bluff overlooking the Columbia River, was dedi- 
cated in 1926 by Queen Marie of Romania, а good friend of 
Samuel Hill, the Museum's founder. She was the first woman to 
receive an award from the Royal Literary Society in London 
(1934) for her three-volume autobiography, and she donated 
gowns, jewels, and many other items to the museum. 


Pasco 


Sacajawea Siate Park. Today, vacationers swim, fish, and go 
boating near the spot where Sacajawea, heroine of the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition, camped in 1805. (See Fort Washakie, 
Wyoming.) 


Seattle 


Louisa Boren Park, Interlaken Boulevard, was named for the 
only unmarried woman in the small boatload of settlers that ar- 
rived at historic Alki Point in September 1851—Seattle’s first 
white inhabitants. Life on the barren point was so depressing 
that some of the married women wept, but the curious Louisa 
Boren spent her time exploring the land, collecting shells, and 
studying the shrubbery and the cedar trees that were soon 
chopped down to make her first home. 


Site of Catherine Blaine's School, First Avenue, between Co- 
lumbia and Cherry. A tablet marks the location of the first 
school in town, a tiny frame house where Seattle's first teacher 
taught from 1854-56, when Indian troubles forced it to close. 
Since it wasn't considered safe to spend the nights in town, 
every evening after classes Blaine would row back to her hus-

Up left is a 
POSTAL INSPECTOR who holds a 
copy of the Home Newspaper. There 
are newspapers all over the stage. 
Everyone is frozen, except Lois, who 
continues churning throughout. The 
freezes should look like old fashioned 
postcards. LOIS speaks directly to 
audience. 


LOIS Hello. My name is Lois 
Waisbrooken. 1 am speaking to you 
from your past...a past maybe you 
never knew existed. Your past. It 
keeps on goin’...right along behind 
your future. Hand in hand. I am 
speaking to you from the town, 
well, the village of Home, 
Washington, four miles southwest 
of Gig Harbor, near Tacoma, on 
the shores of the Puget Sound. The 
date is 1902. Nearing autumn. The 
last dregs of summer are being 
greedily drunk by all here in our 
little utopia, The Mutual Home 
Association, "founded 1898, for the 
purpose of assisting its members in 
obtaining and building homes for 
themselves and to aid in 
establishing better social and moral 
conditions." I am, among other 
things, a writer. 


The couple unfreeze. 
KATHLEEN George? Don't look. 


GEORGE Kathleen. 


KATHLEEN Don't look yet. She 
begins to undo her dress. 


They freeze. 


LOIS Here at home in Home. Don't 
think we don't work hard. The land 
is rough. Our houses are draughty. 
We still have no sidewalks. It takes 
some fair time and muscle to clear 
your ground. Two acres to each 
family. Enough for a year of good 
eatin' and life, and if the crops are 
good...begin again. 


The two lovers unfreeze, same as 
before. 


KATHLEEN George? Don't look. 
GEORGE Kathleen. 


KATHLEEN Don't look yet. She 
continues to undo her dress. 


POSTAL INSPECTOR Reading the 
paper Filth! Smut! We must 
dislodge this nest of unclean birds! 
Fly away! Fly away! He flaps 
insanely. 


They all freeze. 


LOIS The Mother of Progress. Our 
paper. Wild, free, crazy words! 
That's the way we like 'em! 
Socialists! Anarchists! Call us what 
you will! We are comrades, a 
colony of freedom loving people, 
and sure, we fall short sometimes 
in living up to our ideal... 


KATHLEEN George? She turns, her 
dress is down around her waist.

Being the mother factor of creative 
life, she, through the instinctive 
power of the love element, attracts 
the impregnating principle of 
creative life, and thus gives form to 
the male. 


The lovers unfreeze. 
KATHLEEN George? 
GEORGE Yes, Kathleen? 


KATHLEEN My breasts are very 
small. 


GEORGE May I look? 
KATHLEEN No! Not yet. 


GEORGE Kathleen... 
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KATHLEEN I have a large mole on 
my thigh and a burn scar on my 
arm. I mistakenly smothered a cat 
out of love at 14. I speak French 
fluently. 


GEORGE Oh, Kathleen. 


KATHLEEN I won't be your slave 
and you'll never own me! 


They freeze. 


POSTAL INSPECTOR Home has a 
post office. And from this office 
emanates the filth I speak of. But 
who is the perpetrator? I disguise 
myself in hunting costume and 
tramp the soggy streets of Home, 
seeking the source of pollution. He 
begins to tramp around the stage, 
sleuthing. They all watch him. So 
far none of my operations has 
aroused any suspicion. 


POSTAL INSPECTOR freezes in a 
bloodhound pose. GEORGE begins to 
turn towards KATHLEEN. 


GEORGE Kathleen? 


KATHLEEN Don't look! He doesn’t. 
Your body is a temple that I pray 
has not been defiled. I will inspect 
your private parts for signs of 
infection before I submit to your 
will. 


LOIS Because women are treated 
as second class, and LESS than 
men, they transmit these vibrations 
to the embryo, and thus are 
daughters born vain and foolish, 
sons submissive and weak! Woman 
must be wholly free before race 
can rise before its present 
condition! She can then experience 


a Motherhood that can Elevate the 
Race! 


GEORGE turns and faces her.

KATHLEEN begins to turn. Shy. 
They freeze. LOIS talks to the 
audience. 


LOIS Imagine a society so imbued 
with decency and honesty, that no 
lives are necessary. Where women 
are not personal property 
controlled by males... Where we 
could all experience a sharp-eyed 
love, a feast of joy for all. 


KATHLEEN moves towards the bed. 
KATHLEEN George? 


his head pokes out at the top of the 
blanket.

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This indictment is predicated upon Section 3839 R.S. which prohibits among 
other things the transmissiion by the use of the mails of the United States of any 
publication of of an obscene, lewd or lascivious character. This inhabition of the 
statute does not necessarily prevent the sending through the mails publications 
attacking social or religious views or opinions, the sole intent of the act was to prevent 
the sending through the mails of language calculated to incite lewd thoughts, lustful 
longings, lascivious gratifications of libidinous dsesires and to punish anyone who 
transmitted through the mails any language which would tend to incite such thoughts, 
longings, gratifications or desires. And any language used no matter how choice and 
selected the words employed which tend to incite lewd lustful, or libidinous thoughts is 
declared to be non mailable matter; and the law imposes a penalty on anyone 
knowingly mailing the same.

This statute was not enacted, designed or intended to prohibit the publication of 
objdectionable matter, the object is the prohibition and prevention of the circulation of 
such matter through the mails. You must not confound the fact that the paper in 
question was published or circulated by others if you find that to be a fact, or that the 
paper was antagonistic to social laws or religious tenets as having anything whatever 
to do with it. The question is whether the defendent deposited unlawful matter 
knowing it to be unlawful matter, as alleged in the indictment, in the United States 
mails for mailing and delivery.

The Statute under which the defendent is indicted being a restriction of the 
liberty guaranteed every citizen of the United States by the Constitutional Bill of Rights, 
it must be liberally construed and the defendent be given every bednefit under the 
circumstances possible, and when any doubt or uncertainty arises in your minds as to 
the intent ands meaning of the indicted article, or if there is doubt or difficulty in 
determining as to whether or not the article is obscene, every doubt, difficulty and 
uncertainty must be given for the benefit of the defendent.

It is admitted in this case that the defendent deposited the paper on which this 
indictment is founded in the mails for the transmision and delivery by that medium of 
conveyance. This alone is not sufficient to justify a verdict of guilty at your hands, but 
in addition thereto you must find, first that at the time the defendent deposited the 
paper that she knew the contents thereof, and second, that the contents were as a 
matter of fact obscene. And if the Government has not proved these two additional 
facts to your satisfaction beyond a reasonable doubt, it is your duty to acquit the 
defendent. 
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If you find from the evidence in this case that the defendent was not engaged іп 
the mailing of objectionable matter; that she did not mail any other paper except one. 
the one on which this indictment is founded. and that said copy was mailed by her at 
he solicitation of a postal official, and that she would not have mailed the same had it 
not been for such solicitation; then it is your duty to acquit the defendent

Under these instructions from the Court you gentlemen are the exclusive 
judges of the facts of the case You are to say as to whether or not the article relied 
upon 13 as а matilar of fact obscene, the words used are not in themselves You are to 
determine as to whether or not the grouping of the words into sentences convey an 
idea of obscenity, Do the ideas suggested by these sentences produce in the mind 
thoughts or desires forbidden to be conveyed by the statute On the other hand you 
тау find under these instructions the facts to be that the ideas conveyed by these 
articles in question are not obscene. You are at liberty to find that the tendency of the 
articles is to repel lustful desires or lewd thoughts and if you do so find your verdict 
should be for acquital 


H you find in regard to any of these questions, there is reasonable doubt, then 
the defendent should have the benefit of the doubt and is entitled to an acquital.

The Cooperative Brotherhood Estab- 
lishes a Colony in Washington. 


The Social Democracy colony in 
Washington is now an accomplished 
fact. 

The | Cooperative Brotherhood 
which was organized апа incorporat- 
са nnder the laws of the state of 
Washington by national officers of 
the Social Democracy of America, to 
carry on the work of colonizing in 
this state, has made the selection ofa 
colony site and secured its ۰ 

Since the new corporation was or- 
ganized, and the annonncement made 
of its determination to locate in west- 
ern Washington, arrangements have 
been made and details pushed to a 
definite conclusion as rapidly as pos- 
sible. x 

The officers of the company elected 
at a meeting of the board of directors, 
in September, are as follows: Presi- 
dent, J. S. Ingalls, of Minnesota; Vice 
President, J. C. DeArmond, of Colo- 
rado; Secretary, Cyrus Field Willard, 
of Massachusetts; Treasurer, Alexan- 
der Burns, of Washington; Auditor, 
J. B. Fowler, of Washington.

Lying right at the head of the bay 
and with the creek running through 
it, the location and desirability of the 
site ia one which commends itself to 
all who know the place. 

Its accessibilitv islikewise a feature 
which commends itself. Тһе intend- 
ing colonists from the Bast can land 
at either Seattle or Tacoma, as the 
location is directly across the Sonnd 
on the west side and issituated about 
midway between these two coming 
great cities of the Northwest. It is 
about 20 miles southwest of Seattle 


and 15 ‘miles northwest of Tacoma.

A store will be located on the 
gronnds of the colony to supply the 
individual wants of the colonists and 
of the surrounding farmers, Each 
family will have its individual 6 
and things will be much the same as 
under the present system, fora while, 
the main difference being that the 
men will work in good-sized gangs and 
cooperatively, and not waste their 
strength in individual and isolated 
efforts, 

The move has already been started 
to secure a sawmill and steamboat,

We are not so vain as to expect 
that our work will be found perfect. 


We have not made our system 
wholly democratic during the first 


three years. "his may possibly prove 
a disappointment to some, but we are 
contident that, after careful rellec- 
tion all will recognize the wisdom of

What we ali want is the plan that 
will bring the best results for all and 
is hest adapted to bridge the chasm 
which separates us from a truly co- 
operative which the

It has been impossible to tell what 


the policy would be for a week or a 
month, much less a year ahead. 


Thisis most detrimental in business 
alfairs—and ours is*preeminently а 
business proposition. 

In order to secure the best resulta, 
plans must often be made and negoti- 
ations carried on that require months 
to complete and where there is no 
settled policy this is simply out of the 
question. 

After our cooperators have had two 
or three years experience in industrial 
cooperation they will see the wisdom 
of a delinite business policy and, 
having learned cach other's capabili- 
ties, will wisely choose trustees and 
directors who willearry forward the 
work on practical lines. 

The present officers and directors 
are not ambitious for leadership-— 
they realize too vividly its burdens 
and responsibilities for that.

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OBSERVATIONS.

The defense is aiming to prove that 
Stanford White was the cause of Evelyn Nesbit’s 
downfall and ruin and diegrace and shame, and that 
Thaw, even tho alleged to have been insane at the 
time, was partly justified in killing Stanford White. 
- There are many funny, humorous and amising, аз 
well as serious, incidents in the legal proceedings of 
the trial. We аге told tbat Evelyn Nesbit fell from 
innocent purity, and was ''ruined" by ۵ 
White. But it.appears, if the reporis are true, that 
tbe girl was knocked down and kicked by society for 
falling. Eveiyn Nesbit, like thousands more, fell 
from innocent, ignorant virtue Into eexual knowl- 
edge. At least, this is what one is led to presume on 
reading the ргевв reporte. The reports in the daily 
press of the whole affair tend to make one conclude, 
or believe, that the moment a woman—old or young, 
rich or poor, educa:ed or ignorant, no matter what 
race or color—cowmita her tirat sexual act, either іп 
or out of marriage, whether it ba committed volun- 
tarily or involuntarily, whether for pleasure or pro- 
creation, from that moment tbe woman is "ruined"'. 

The newspapere aud anti-vice societies would Lave

This manifestation of satisfaction by the 
toilera exaepera'ed the вор of а small manufacturer 
located in Cotteret, and about 10 o'clock that night, 
as comrades Morice and Mace left a coffeebouse to

Now, if once it has been conceded that epecies 
originate from others by mutations it ie then neces- 
вагу to investigate what deduction must be made іп 
regard to this process from the facts at hand. First 
of all we may conclude that mutations are formed by 
small changes which can produce a difference be- 
tween two epecies or ra her between two constant 
types. Or course, the differences are not very great. 
Dilerences, for example, between а horse an 
key are not the result of a single mutation—there 
must have been a series of transitional forms, at 
preeent extinct. Та tbe fecond place, we find the 
mutations to be consthnt and true to seed from the 
first; and they a-e not connected with tbe mother 
species by a series of intermediate forms, пог do they 
have to pass in their prime a ataga of gradual devel- 
opment. Moreover, this formation of new epecies 
does not take place continuaily, but it is only from 
time to time that a species enters a period of muta- 
bility.

There has been plenty of prosperity—for the trust 
magnates, the speculators and promotors. But we, 
the workingmen, have been left outiu the cold, and 
many thousands of our brothers and sisters have 
been crippled and have eacriliced their lives on the 
fields of induatry; for the capitalist, in his greed and 
brutality, cares leas for the life of the “free Ameri- 
can workingman” than the slaveholders of the 
south cared for the lives of their black chattela, 

The ricb, the piutocrats, bave been proeperous in- 
deed; but their prosperity has been paid for with 
our blood, and with the misery and suffering of our 
wives and childien. 

The thieves of capital bave been aided in their 
robbery of labor by the federal and etate govern- 
inents, by our crazy president and hie predecessors, 
by congress and the politicians. The authority of 
government has always been on the sice of the rich, 
and against the poor. Government, political cor- 
ruption, aud bribery go hand in band with the plu- 
tocracy, and what they don't fully accomplish із 
completed by the judgee—from the highest court of 
the land tothe lowest—who straugle every aspiration 
of labor with the rope of the law, the injunction, 
and other judicial tricks.

But the robbers of labor and the money sharks 
roll in luxury even during this crisis. What do they 
care if we have no food for our little children?

MALTHUSISM. 

Ur. Thomas Robert Malthus, a famons English 
economist— born at Roobery, 1760, died 1834 —fright- 
ened by the врее у increase of the population, w hich, 
according to his calculations, wag increasing ти geo- 
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metrical ratio, tried to find a practical way to check 
overpopulation, and во formolated these horrible 
principles, viz. : 5 

А тап who is born in a world already occupied, if 
hie family has no means to support him, or if society 
does not need his work, this mao, I say, has по right 
to claim anything for his nutrition. He is certainly 
а surplus one ou earth. At the grand banquet of 
nature there ін no birthright for him; there is no 
place set for him at the social table. Nature be- 
speaks him to “ро away”, aud hastens the execution 
of this order, 

According to these principles, Malthus commends 
every man who has to work to earn his own living 
and bas no work and no income, to “о away”, and 
especially not to havechildreu. That ів to вау, love, 
like bread, is prohibited to this man. 

Dr. Malthus was а minister of the gospel, believ- 
ing in God above everything. Proudhon said of 
him: 

We сап вау that he reduced to absurdity the whole 


political scheme ot economics and laid bare the. 


great revolutionary problem between “abor and capi- 
tal. Tne Malthusiau theory is the theory of the ۰ 
litical aaeassiuation, of assassiaation by philanthro- 
py for Giod’s sake, 

At firat Malthusism was denonnced by the bour- 
geoisle яв inmoral, The capitalista were afraid to 
face в scarcity of wageslaves by au excessive limita- 
tion of births ainong the working class; but today 
the rapid development of machinery Цав occasioned 
a fierce competition on the labor market, which, 
with the corresponding evolution of the human 
mind, wight caure danger to capitalistic intereste, 
therefore many of our opporcunist bourgeois favor at 
preseut the Neo-Malthusism, or the Malthus theory, 
revival. 

Ав un example, Í quote the following from the 
Associated Press: 

New York, December 4.—Such consternation has 
spread thruout the ranks of charity and settlement 
workers as the result of Mrs. J. И. Crosman's dec- 
laration that race suicide 18 the only bope of the 
east side, that efforts are being made today to induce 
Anthony Comstock, official regulator of morals, to 
take action against ۰ 

Great indignation is being expressed generally, 
but Mrs, Crosinan 18 not without supporters in her 
theory that itis "criminal for parents to bring ٠ 
dren into tbe world wunen they are unable to support 
Шеш”. 

Opportunist bourgeois and so-called reformers seem 
to bavo taken for their motto this seutence: 

It is crimInal for parents to brina children into the 
world wheu they are unable to support them. 

Restriction of offspring is now a la mode among 
the refined ladies of the smart set, 

1n previous issues of Тик DEMONSTRATOR we men- 
tioned the extravagant i leas of Prof. E. L. Larkin, 
who is endeavoring to form throout the United 
States an association of Awerican women, who, with 
a false modesty, pledge themselves to have no chil- 
dren. 


Professor Larkin is a bourgeois with some liberal 
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ideas, but he ів really an earnost defender, of tho 
pretent system, The following quotation from one 
of his speeches, delivered іп бап Francisco, will 
prove what I assert :, 


All the trouble and crime in the world are caused 
by man, who is the lawmaker. When woman 


makes laws much wrong will be done away ۰ 


The professor is undoubtedly a reformer of “bou- 
doir", No wonder. He is во fervent an advocate of 
Neo-Malthusiam. ; 

But when such a theory ia sustained and propa- 
gated by Anarchists I believe it is our duty to pro 
test and energetically state that Neo-Malthusism 
has no connectien with Anarchism. 

Voltarine de Cleyre, the American Anarchist 
writer, іп в 0 published ф the January num- 
ber of Mother Earth, makes a pretty strong attack 
upon marriage—all kinds of marriage. That ів all 
right, We agree with her in regard to this , point. 
But she goes further. She asserts that she would 
not shed any teare if she knew that the last child 
bad already been born. This comes near commend- 
ing to us Neo-Malthusism аз а means to solve the 
social problem. 

Our friend апа comrade J. Searceriaux is also ап 
earnest Neo-Malthusian. We published here his 
ideas about the limitation of production of our race. 

Itis not my intention to criticize those who ۸ 
lini otlspring for the formation of new gener,.-.- 
but | believe it necessary to oppose strongly л „вч 
who attempt to lay down theories that if put in 
pra-tice would result in the extinction of tke hu- 
шап race in а short Ише. 

Such ideas are antihumane, and, consequently, 
antiauarchistic, Anarchism does not mean death; 
it means life; lifein allita manifestation. Love, the 
sacred tire of life, without which nothing could ex- 
iet, can not be lowered by euch a high ideal as An- 
archisw, By some individuala love шау be degraded 
to the level of the immoral. But, onthe contrary, 
Anarchy uplifte it to a high place, making of it the 
most precious thing in а society rationally organized. 
Therefore, nobody is responsible for the result of 
love, viz: the procreation of children; and it is not 
іп апу way a crime for parents to bring children into 
the world, especially when today there ia plenty of 
everything to maintain the exisience of all human- 
ity, and especially when it wouid be easy with all the 
power of tne modern machinery to hundredfold and 
thousandfold the products of today. Of course, if 
there are children deprived of all the care, and sus- 
tenance required by their tender age the fault шив 
not be laid upon tha parents, for society, by its bad 
organization, is the only oue responsible for such a 
monstrous crime, and against it we eball direct all 
our propaganda aud revolutionary activity. The 
only result will be that Neo-Malthusiam will retard 
the realization of our ideal: the organization of د‎ 
society based upon love, freedom and cquity.

Peter Kropotkin, the well-known scientist and 
Anarchiet, the savant whose works are credited іп 
the scientific world, is one of these rare men who 
have independence and impartiality enuf to show 
and demonstrate the relation of science to Anarch- 
ism.’ 

Hie writings are not only comprehensive and ap- 
preciated among the intellectuals, but are also read- 
able and even attractive for the common people. 

He does not use a so-called scientific jargon, nor 
an emphatic and pedantic style, ав done by a num- 
ber of writers, but he expresses himaelf in a clear, 
concise and learned way, which is very pleasant and 
instructive. = 

Each of hie paragraphs is ап enumeration of sci- 
entific facts, all his propositions and inductions are 
based on logical and powerful demonstration. 

In every page of bia numerous books we feel all 
the knowledge of a full human life wholly devoted 
to the research of truth, to the study of science aa 
well as to the cause of humanity. 

In Modern Science and Anarchinm;‘Kropotkin ex- 
plains how Anarchism, like Socialiam, in general, 
and like every other social movement, has not devel- 
oped vot of ecience, nor out of some philosophical 
school, but was born among the people and shows 
us what is the true situation of the libertarian idea 
among tbe scientific and philosophic streams of thot 
now prevalent. 

“To predict”, says he," what direction science will 
take in its further development is evidently impos- 
sible. As long as men of ecience depend upon the 
rich and the government, во long will they, of neces- 
sity, remain eubject to influence froin this quarter; 
nnd this, of course, can again arrest for a time the 
development of всїепсе”, 

His criticisms ou the advanced philosophers and 
scientists is very remarkable and interesting.

program. In ‘“Гһе Individual ув. tbe State" he, lit- 
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_ Whether or not Anarchism ia right in its conclu- 
sions will be shown bya scientific criticism of Its 
bases and by the practical life of the future. But in 
one thing it ів absolutely right; in that it has con- 
cluded the study of social institutions; hae forever 
parted company with metaphysics, and makes use 
of the method by which modern natural science and 
modern natnral philosophy were developed. Owing 
to this the very mistakes which Anarchism may 
have made in ite researches can be detected the more 
readily. But its conclusion can be verified only by 
the same natural scientific, inductive-deductive 
method by which every science and every ecientific 
concept of the universe is created. 


Such a valuable book as Modern Science and An- 
archism should be read by every опе of our comrades 
and friends and by all those interested in radical 
ideas and social science.

THE NUDE AND THE PRUDES 


Clothing was made to protect the body, not 
to hide it. Tke mind that associates impurity 
with the human body is itself impure. To the 
humanitarian, the idealist, the human body is 
divine, “the dwelling place of the soul,” as 
the old poets sang. 

To tke coarse, half civilized barbarian, 
steeped in a mixture of superstition and sen- 
Saalism, the sight of a nu.le body suggests no 
bigber thoughts, no noble feelings fhan those 
which the sight of one animal of the lower 
order of creation produces in another. 

The vulgar mind sees Ив own reflection in 
everything it views. Polution cannot escape 
from polution, nod the poluted mind that sees 
its own reflection in the nude body of a fellow 
being, and arises in early morning to enjov 
the vulgar feast, and then calls on the law to 
punish the innocent victims whose clean bodies 
aroused the savage instincts, is not fit company 
for civilized people, and should be avoided. 

These reflections are based on an unfortunate 
озсиггапсе that took place recently in Home. 

“Home is a community of free spirits, who 
сате out into the woods to escape 116 13 
atmosphere of priest-ridden, conventional so- 
ciety. One of the liberties enjoyed by Home- 
ites was the privilege to bathe in evening dress, 
or with merely the clothes nature gave them, 
just as they chose. Е 

No one went rubbernecking to see which suit 
a person wore. who sought the purifying waters 
of the bay. Surely it was nobody's business. 
All were sufliciently pure minded to see no vul- 
garity, no suggestion of anything vile or inde- 
cent in the thought or the sight of nature's 
masterpiece uncovered. 

But eventually a few prudes got into the 
community and proceeded in the brutal, un- 
neighborly way of the outside world to sup- 
press the people's freedom. They had four 
persons arrested on the charge of ''indecent 
exposure." One woman, the mother of two 
small children, was sent to jail. The one man 
arrested will also serve a term in prison. And 
the perpetrators of this vile action wonder why 
they are being boycotted. 

The well-merited indignation of the people 
has been aroused. Their ему has been at- 
tavked. The first step in the way of subjecting 
the community to all the perseention of the 


outside has been taken. Lf this was let go with-

out resistance the progress of the prudes would 
be casy. 


But the foolish people who came to live 


among us only because (Беу found they could 
fake advantage of our co-operation and buy 
goods cheaper kere than elsewhere, have found 
they got into a hornet's nest. 

Two of the stores have refused to trade with 
them and the members avoid them in every 
way. | 

To be sure, not all have been brought to лез 
the importance of the situation. But the propa- 
ganda of those who do, will go on, and the 
matter of avoiding these enemies in our midst 
will be pushed to the end. 

The lines will be drawn and those who pro- 
feas to believe in freedom will be put to the 
test of practice. 

There is no possible grounds on which a 
libertarian can escape taking part in this ef- 
fort to protect the freedom of Home. There 
is no half way. Those who refuse to aid the 
defense is aiding the other side. For those 
who want liberty and will not fight for it are 
parasites and do not deserve freedom.  Thoso 
who are iudiffereut to the invasion, who can see 
an innocent. woman torn from the side of her 
children and packed off to jail and are not 
moved to action, can not be counted among 
the rebels of authority. Their place is with 
the enemy. 

The boycot will be pushed until these invad- 
ers will come to see the brutal mistake of their 
action, and so inform the pcople.

HOME, WASHINGTON 


Free spirits! Free Love! Clothing Optional! No 
Government Rules to Follow! Sounds like something out 
of the 1960's, right? Іп reality, it was the way Home, 
Washington perceived itself to be in 1897, when a Socialist 
Colony was started on the shores of Joe's Bay in Carr's Inlet 
of the Puget Sound. 


The reputation of this settlement spread fast, mostly 
due to the propaganda put out by the Home Newspaper. 
This newspaper changed hands frequently, going from 6 
New Era to The Discontent-Mother of Progress to The 
Demonstrator and then The Agitator. 


The Discontent labeled itself as "Dedicated to 
Anarchist Communism". It sold for only 50 cents a year 
and was mostly sent out to entice people to move there. By 
1900 there was a population of 75, including about 30 
children. The only way to get there was by water. They 
advertised that anyone wishing to come to Home, go to 
Tacoma and take the steamer "Tycoon". Ask the Captain to 
let you off at Joe's Bay raft. From there you would hope 
someone would come to get you. 


Home was getting known for it's commune of 
anarchists, although most were hard working individuals 
who minded there own business. They cleared land, built 
houses, planted gardens, had their own teacher and were 
very self sufficient. 


After the assination of President McKinley іп 1904, 
the country became alarmed that Home might be harboring 
people capable of this action. A group of people in Tacoma 
held a mass meeting and formed a Vigilante Committee. 
They were going to put an end to this kind of anarchist 
thinking. While they were trying to decide how to proceed, 
the Paster of the German Evangelical Church of Tacoma, 
quietly visited the colony. Не returned to Tacoma and 
convinced the newspaper that the people were "sober, 
industrious and friendly". The newspaper was able to 
discourage the raid by the Vigilante Committee. 


Meanwhile the Postal Authorities decided to send 
the U. S. Marshall to arrest the publishers of the 
"Discontent" as they claimed the mail was being used for 
obscene material. (The mentioning of nude bathing). The 
Marshall was received graciously with a dinner/dance in his 
honor. The next morning he left with his prisoners. They 
were tried and acquitted, but soon after, the Postmaster 
General had the Post Office removed from Home and the 
Discontent lost its mail privileges. It was decided then to 
create a new publication called the Demonstrator. Тһе 
same propaganda was still published. They wanted the 
world to know there were no saloons, no churches, no 
policeman and no jails. 


What caused the most stir were reports of nude 
swimming. Four people were arrested for indecent 
exposure and appeared in court in Lake Bay. The 
complaining witnesses claimed to have used a good pair of 
binoculars. 


Another newspaper, called the Agitator, was started 
and continued with reports of the goings-on in the colony. 
Late in 1910 the Los Angeles Times plant was bombed. 
This threw suspicion again on the colonists. Investigations 
were conducted and the bombers eventually caught, one 
having actually spent time in Home. 


A controversial widely distributed book was written 
of exaggerated experiences in Home. The editor of the 
Agitator, Jay Fox, wrote an editorial in his newspaper about 
the free spirits who wanted to be rid of conventional 
society. The Tacoma Ledger printed the editorial. Fox was 
then arrested for encouraging disrespect for the law. The 
trial in Pierce Countys Courthouse caused national 
attention. Fox was convicted, but after two months, the 
newly elected Governor Lister pardoned him 
unconditionally. 


All this publicity was too much for the colony and 
people began to move away. A few faithfuls remained. 
Some permanent homes still dot the area. A highway now 
goes along the water, where travelers can only guess at the 
many secrets of this unusual place.

GRAYS HARBOR, WASHINGTON 


Two cities in the Grays Harbor area to see a 
beginning, only to fade out of existence, were Grays Harbor 
City and Ocosta-by-the-Sea. 


Grays Harbor City was started 3 miles west of 
Hoquiam in 1889 with the promise of a railroad terminus for 
the shipping of coal from Centralia. 


Eastern investors signed a contract and formed a 
Land Company to sell sites. Clearing of the land began and 
a 6600 foot wharf and trestle were built. Streets were laid 
out and named. The first lots sold for $500 or more, with 
mostly speculators investing. 


Soon there were 4 hotels, one with a restaurant. 
Three saloons, a grocery store, livery stable and a number of 
homes followed. 


The railroad graded a right of way from Hoquiam, 
but the tracks were never laid, as finances failed. The dream 
of a great city was soon overgrown with brush. 


Ocosta-by-the-Sea was also started as a result of 
railroad actitivity. A group of investors offered the railroad 
company 1/2 interest in 1000 acres of land, if the railroad 
would make its Pacific Ocean terminal there. They agreed 
and started its survey in 1890, about 3 miles east of 
Westport. 


Ocosta Land Company was organized to promote 
sales. When the platted sites opened for sale in 1890, 300 
lots were sold the first day. Ocosta grew during the 
following 3 years and had a flour mill, shingle and lumber 
plant, a brewery, many businesses and fine homes. As many 
as 500 people resided there. 


The town prospered, but after the 1893 depression 
the Northern Pacific Railroad was hit hard financially. 
Several storms took its toll on the railroad systems, washing 
out bridges and track. Ocosta's long shipping wharf was in 
need of repairs by this time, so railroad investigators began 
a study of using Aberdeen and Hoquiam for their terminus. 


A railroad strike in 1894 crippled Northern Pacific 
further and they stopped running to Ocosta. Families began 
to leave and industry closed due to lack of transportation 
and supplies. 


As a final blow, in 1904 the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers announced there was little to be gained by 
dredging a channel to a deteriorating boom town and 
recommended dredging the north channel to Hoquiam and 
Aberdeen, suitable for ocean-going vessels.
